THE SOUND OF ANIMALS SLEEPING... 
S.G.W.U. TO FILM JULY 10 ECLIPSE 


A ten-member team from Sir George Williams University has set out to film all 


aspects of the July 10 solar eclipse. 


Led by University producer John Harrison, film crews will shoot from ground 
sites at Baie Trinité, Cap Chat and East Quoddy while Harrison and camera are 


aboard a Canadian Forces plane from the Greenwood base in Nova Scotia. 


If all goes well, colour footage from eleven cameras will provide detailed 
coverage of the first solar eclipse in a long time to be so readily accessible 
to North Americans. Synchronous sound will record such subtleties as animals 


going to sleep falling for the old sun's trick. 


Last year Harrison produced a documentary on the lunar eclipse. This year's 


effort too is intended for wide classroom use. 
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
